First Airplane Hopped Off 


UNITED STATES REFUSED WRIGHT INVENTION  _ :: 


At Kitty Hawk 20 Years Ago 


BY E. B. MACDONALD. 

Washington, December 16.—Twen- 
ty years ago Monday Wilbur and Or- 
ville Wright completed their epoch- 
making flight at Kitty Hawk, N. C.— 
the first successful flight of a heavier- 
than-air machine, propelled by a gaso- 
line motor. 

In that short space of time, the 
speed of the airplane has been in- 
ereased GOO per cent and its carry- 


ing capacity to ten times the original | 


amount. 

Lieutenant Colonel C. de F. Chand- 
ler, retired. U. S. A., who was a 
pioneer in the development of the air- 
plane as a fighting machine, pointed 
out that the phenomenal development 
of the airplane has been made dur- 
ing the past fifteen years. 

“The Wright “brothers tried to sell 
their idea to the government, but were 
unsucessful at first. It was not until 
1008 that their plan was finally ac- 
cepted by the signal corps,” Chandler 
said. 

Role Does Not Fit. 

Colonel Chandler, a quiet, wun- 
assuming man, is far from the type 
one would expect to inaugurate the 
airplane as a combat machine. He 
appears more the successful business 
man with his merry blue eyes and 
sandy hair, rather than the father of 
one of the most deadly branches of 
the army. But to him goes the honor 
of being the first man to fire a ma- 
chine gun from an airplane.
